NEW YORK, April 28 It 
cuddenly occurs that the succes; 
chronicler, the Horatio Alger of 
our times, must drastically re- 
model his plot structure, or else 
be held in scorn as a black re- 
actionary and fussy old bore. 

You doubtless recall Alger’s 
pluck-and - luck, sing - or - swim 
formula for his hearty young 
herces. Ben the bootblack (for 
it was indeed he) hit the big 
city as a penniless waif. Papa 
had been butted to death by a 
maddened billygoat. Mama was 
dead of the gout. Crippled little 
sister was languishing in the 
poorhouse, where they beat her 
every hour on the tick. 

Benny-boy thumbed his way 
{oO town on a slow boat from 
Jersey City. Tottering on star- 
vation’s brink, he found a plump 
wallet in the street. Noble, hon- 
est youth that he was, he re- 
tairned it, intact, to the rich 
banker. The R. B., no spend- 
thrift, offered employment as a 
rewau\l. 

_After that it was a breeze. 
Hen accepted the job of axsist- 
ant pro in the gent’s lounge, and 
rppidly rose. He foiled the bank 
robbers, saved the R. B.'s beau- 
tiful daughter from a fate worse 
than death, achieved the bank's 
presidency, married the gal, and, 
when, last seen, was merrily 
foreclosing mcertgages right and 
left. Needless to say, little sis- 
ter got the best medical atten- 
tion money could bribe. 

I see the modern Ben in a 
somewhat different light. Fresh 
from Harvard, in the mid-30s. 
He borrows enough money from 
his reactionary old man to reach 
Washington.

He retires to a villa at 
60, and although he doesn’t need 
his social, security and,his vet- 
erans pension, the money comes 
in handy for knickknacks like 
original Dufy paintings and 
caviar. 

A success, Ben dies at 85—but 
net before he has seen his gov- 
ernment work out ‘a plan to 
give every child a card entitling 
him to a lifetime of free food, 
clothes, care, education, travel, 
housing, whisky and companion- 
ship of the opposite sex. Money 
had disappeared, since there was 
no need of it.

The historic agreement where- 
by India can become a republic 
and. still remain a member of 
the British commonwealth of 
nations, without recognition of 
the king’s sovereignty, consti- 
tutes one of the striking Uevel- 
opments of these amazing days 
in which we live. 

By a simple juggling of 
words this great commonwealth 
has been saved from the disas- 
trous loss of India’s member- 
ship, and the possible withdraw- 
al of other members later. Not 
only that, but the new common- 
wealth (which abandons the 
designation of ‘“British’) bids 
fair to be far stronger than 
ever. 

The weakening of the com- 
monwealth at this crucial junc- 
ture in the coMl-war between 
the Communist and the anti- 
Communist blocs would have 
been a serious blow to the lat- 
ter. This would be especially 
true as regards India, for this 
great nation of 300,000,000 peo- 
ple may easily become the key- 
stone of the defense against 
Bolshevism in Asia. 


As a matter of fact, it’s a 
fair guess that this aspect of 
the situation was constantly in 
the, minds of the London con- 
ferees. They scarcely could 
ignore that angle in view of 
the steam-roller offensive of the 
Chinese Communist armies 
against Central and Southern 
China. IndUia and China lie side 
by side in the Asiatic theatre in 
which the war of the isms may 
eventually be decided, 


The change in the common- 
wealth relations perhaps couldn’t 
have been achieved but for the 
extraordinary circumstance that 
Britain has no written consti- 
tution to hamper the reframing. 
The constitution just grew up 
through precedent. The same 
is true of many laws, which are 
based on custom and common- 
sense interpretation. 


Thus freetl from constitution- 
al barriers, the commonwealth 
conference in a few sessions fig- 
ured out a way to get around 
the kingly sovereignty to which 
India objects so fiercely. As 
things now. stand the king is 
accepted “as a symbol] of free 
association” of the independent 
members, “and ‘as such, the 
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head of the commonwealth”. 

One can’t -pass on without 
referring to Winston Church- 
ill’s comment on the common- 
wealth agreement. He hailed 
it as a- possible step towards 
merging the United States with 
a united Europe. He said such 
an association might bring to 
“a harassed and struggling hu- 
manity real seeurity and free- 
dom for hearth and home”. 

It might seem somewhat 
strange that India should be the 
one to object to further recog- 
nition of the king’s sovereignty. 
Throughout the long reign of 
the British throne ‘India; with 
her hundreds of ‘Arabian Nights 
princes, was the scene of a reg- 
al splendor rarely equalled in 
history. 

But the Indians are a liberty- 
loving people, and they are 
proud. They bow to nobody 
these days, since they won their 
independence under such lead- 
ers as Prime Minister Nehru 
and the great Gandhi, who was 
Nehru's friend and teacher.
